How m Greek laarned fchollars have been 

Charm with this ftory as an excellent fatire on the 

erfity of Lovain, and other fchools where 

(Greek was not ftudicd’ Not one of them ever 

ta much ferer fatire onthofe where it was 

To cppoie an opinion which has been fo 

d and fo generality received as the propriety 

wi teacning Creek in our fchools, is like oppofing 
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orthodoxy in faith. Not only thefe who make 
great gain of this bufinefs, but thofe who are proud 
of their admifficn to worfhip, are ready to cry 
great is Diana. But as ail the inhabitants of this 
country whoare allowed to have any education, 
have expended time enough on that language to ob- 
tain fomething which would be of real ufe; it 
would naturally be expe€ted that fome of them 
cou! compieatly refute the objection made by the 
princi cipal of Lovain that there was no good in it. 

Se far as the writer of this effay has ever found 
the teach ng of Greek defended as a neceffary part of 


an American fchoo! education it has been on fome of 


the following reafons. ‘ihat it communicates and 
preferves fome hranehes of ancient hiftory. ‘That it 
afifts to the underfianding our own language, par- 
ticularly the technical werds cf fome proteffional 
bufineffes. That in reading particular authors for 
the purpofe et learning the languge, we alfo obtzin 
ideas as well as words. That laftly, this is the 
language in which the oracles of our holy religion 
vere firft promeunced ; and that the right under- 
ftanding-of the fcriptures depends on a knowledge 
of Greek. 

ll thef2 reafons, except the laft, deferve to 
be anfwered invery fhort hand. 

It is truethat fome ancient hiftories were origin- 
ally written in Greck, ic is alfo true, that fome 
were originally written in every other ancient lan- 
guage which was (poken over any confi derable tract 
of country. But whe would recommend to our 
fchools to teach all.the youth of ourcountry the lan- 
guage of the ancien? Egyptians, Syrians or Perfians ? 
As accurate, as ufc" and probably more extenfive 
hiftorical and philofephical knowledge would be 
found buried in either of thofe languages than in the 
Greek. 

Jt might be of ferviceto the werld-that fome one 
or more perfons in Europe, fhould in every age or 
perhaps in every century underftand thorough ly each 
of thofe and many other languages. Eut would 
not foeciety be much more ignorant iit thofe languages 
were the fubjcet of claffical education ? Bvery per- 
fon who has had a college education in this country 
ever {in ee colleges were firft ereéted, has expended 
years on the fludy of the Greek language. Didever 
any American derive any advantage from the hifto- 
rical or philofophical knowledge he obtained by 
means ofthis Greek? Would not any of them have 

gained more hittory and more philofophy from En- 
glith in aweek than they gained from Greek in 
beir Lives ? 

How farthe know'edge of Greek conduces to the 
underftancing our own Language m hy be ciceided by 
any perfon who knows the extreme 
is in the two languages, and how Yer 
are even in any remote degree. derived fre 1 the 
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Greck ; and thofe few words are rather the engraft« 
ings of later days, than the fountain from which we 
derive our language. A great proportion of the 
words in eur language whith have any relation 
toGreek, are profeffienal technical terms. The 
general idea conveyed by fuch words might be 
conjeCured by knowing the words from whence 
they were derived. But the precile meaning of a 
technical exprefiion muft be learned by a knowledge 
of our own language not of Greek. But ifthe 
know ledge of derivations is of fuch vaft importance,, 
let us fludy the languages of the aneient Germans, 
and Saxons, where we may find probably ten times as 
many words which are the foucres of Englith deriva- 
tives as in the Greek. Put to ftudy any ancient lan- 
guage for the purpole of learning our own, is very 
like to a Conne@icut man going to Albany by way 
ot London.

It may be fuppofed that the fami- 
ly was put into no fmall confufion at this ftrange 
proceeding; but they did not dareto fhew that 
they took any umbrage at it, as the prefence of 
Swift ftruck every one with uncommon awe, who 
were not well acquainted with him. 

However, as he foon refumed his good humour, 
entertaining them with many pleafantries to their 
tafte (for no man knew better how to adapt his con- 
verfation to all claffes of people) they foon recover- 
ed their {pirits, and the day was paffed very cheer~ 
fully. When he was taking his leave, he faid, I 
do not intend to rob you Mr. Reilly; I fhal!l take 
nothing belonging to you away with me; there's 
your fon’s hat lace, 1 have only changed the form 
of it to a much better one. So God blefs you, 
and thanks ‘or your good entertainment. 

When he was gone, Mrs. Reilly, opening the 
paper, found there were four guineas inclofed in it, 
together with the burnt lace. While he ftayed 
in the country, he kept an eye upon them, and 
found his lefons had not been thrown away, as 
they were cured of their vanities, and lived in a 
manner more confonant to their fituationin life. In 
confequence of which, one of the firft things he 
did on his return to Dublin, was to paya vifit to 
Lord Fingal, and engage him to renew Reilly's 
leafe ; without which the poor man would, in a few 
years, have had nothing for hisown or his family’s 


fupport. 
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
